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FOREWORD 


"THE CHURCH'S ONE FOUNDATION" 


‘The Thirteenth Avenue Presbyterian Church of Newark was founded on Plane 
Street in 1835. For one hundred and twenty years the congregation has existed, and 
has changed its location only once. The faith of the founding fathers has survived, in 
the truest biblical sense of the term, "the gates of hell". The hearts of the present 
generation, therefore, should beat high with Joy as we observe this Anniversary. 


Many churches founded since 1835 are able to boast of ratings as "Successful 
Churches" from the standpoint of membership, physical resources, and activities. This | 
Church is not in the list of Churches with several thousand members, and its annual 
budget is very modest, Moreover, our lack of adequate physical facilities prevent our 
having many desirable “activities”. The leadership of the Church, however, having 
faith in Jesus Christ, the Head of the Church, is determined to have the Church become 
indigenous to this community. It has been said that a real Church is a home, a family, 
a fellowship so gracious that the most stumbling sinner feels understood and accepted 
just as he is, but at the same time encouraged to strive and grow toward the stature 
of Christ. I believe that this Church has survived the "ups and downs" of the years 
because a few loyal and devoted people had faith in God and believed that the real 
foundation of any Church must be Jesus Christ her Lord. 


Space will not permit a detailed listing of “activities” and “projects” sponsored Бу 
this Church during recent years. А multiplicity of activities does not necessarily indicate 
a real Church. The activities should be regarded as “means” rather than ends within 
themselves. As the Minister, I join whole-heartedly, therefore, in congratulating the 
120th Anniversary Committee of the 'Thirteenth Avenue Presbyterian Church for the 
fine job it has accomplished, 


Our Anniversary Committee has demonstrated in a most satisfactory way a slogan 4 
of mine; namely, “іс сап be done”. In many instances, these men and women “went out | ) 
not knowing whither”, but every time a challenge was presented it was accepted with 
the assurance that “it can be done”. This 120th Anniversary observance is the transla- 
tion into reality the faith of those who have maintained through the years that “it can 
be done”. This faith has been maintained in more recent years in spite of discourage- 
ments, Surely, “the Church's One Foundation is Jesus Christ her Lord" has been more 
than mere sentiment in the life of the Thirteenth Avenue Presbyterian Church. 


As I look back over the last five years, I am most encouraged as I observe a rapidly 
developing lay leadership. It is well known that the Pastor has the responsibility of the 
promotion of every phase of the life of the Church. The Pastor finds himself the leader 
of a host of people whose participation is on a voluntary basis, Moreover, these people 
are being called by “а thousand" other, and many times, very worthy objects. The 
Pastor's job is to capture people for Christ and the Church. It is his opportunity to 
stimulate, beckon, challenge, encourage, suggest, and where necessary, direct. І am 
happy to be able to say that I have done very little “directing”. My emphasis has been 
on "challenge", “suggest” and “encourage”. And, the response of officers and members 
is made crystal clear on the pages of this journal.

HISTORY 


100th Anniversary Celebration 


Rev. Lawrence B. Ellerson was called to the church in 
1918 from Johnson C. Smith University ( Biddle University) 
where he was Professor of Bible History. Rev. Ellerson 
served the church ably for twenty-three years. In 1935 the 
church celebrated its 100th Anniversary. Under his leadership 
the church won the distinction of being the first colored one 
of its denomination in the North to become self-supporting, 
and the Every Member Canvass was put into practice. The 
church experienced prosperous years during the twenties until 
the worst depression of our time hit the whole country, 
plunging it into utter chaos, and as a result the church was 
hard hit, but it survived to see the fruitful years which 
followed. Rev. Ellerson retired in 1940. 


Burning of Mortgage 


Rev. H. Beecher Jackson, a young energetic man, fresh 
in the field of religious leadership, was called from Chicago 
January 3, 1941. The Second World War was declared that 
year and workers from all parts of the country migrated to 
Newark, resulting in rapid membership growth of the church. 
Under the leadership of Rev. Jackson, mortgage burning 
ceremonies which took place in October 1944, were one of 
the great events in the history of the church. 


Revival of Faith 


With the resignation of Rev. Jackson in 1949, Rev. John 
Dillingham answered the call, coming from Oakland, Cali- 
fornia where he served and organized the Faith Presbyterian 
Church. Rev. Dillingham's enthusiasm, courage, faith and 
true Christian spirit boosted the morale of the congregation, 
awakening a revival of new faith in each and every member 
and offering spiritual guidance to a host of new members. 
Under his leadership the church has and is continuing to meet 
the Challenge of Christian Living through its various activi- 
ties, such as Women's work, Men's work, Presbytery attend- 
ance and participation, Leadership Training Program in the 
Sunday School, Work of the Westminster Fellowship, Mis- 
sionary Education, cultural programs, Institute on “Youth 
and Marriage", special Lenten Services, Cottage prayer ser- 
vices for the shut-ins, Scout program, establishment of a 
Federal Credit Union, Accommodations to the Alcoholics 
Anonymous group and the personal participation on com- 
mittees by the pastor on local, state and national levels in 
the furtherance of Christianity. 


'The spirit which gave birth to our church in 1831 still 
prevails in the hearts of its members, giving comfort to those 
who seek it. The motto of Thirteenth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church is: *May the doors of this Church be wide enough 
to receive all who need human love, fellowship and Fatherly 
care; and narrow enough to shut out all envy, pride and 
hate." 


On the first page of an old leather-bound book in the files 
of the church is the following inscription: 


“This Book contains the proceedings in relation to 
the formation and organization of the first Presbyterian 
Colored Congregation, in the City of Newark. Organ- 
ized in May 1835 by the Presbytery and put under the 
pastoral care of the Rev. Thomas P. Hunt." 


As was the custom with the introduction of slaves into 
Newark and the surrounding area, freedom of worship was 
permitted them in the established churches. 


Birth of the Church 


Free Negroes and slaves grew to such proportions that they 
presented a membership problem to the Old First Presby- 
terian Church located on Broad Street. The Negroes them- 
selves had begun to realize their large membership without 
benefit of active participation in church government, and by 
1831 a definite movement had begun, on the part of the 
Negro congregation, to worship by themselves. After leaving 
the parent church they organized as a mission of it, con- 
ducting their services in residences of members. 


On the evening of April 28, 1835, thirty-seven of those 
who had been worshipping for previous years under the aus- 
pices of Old First Church, resolved to organize under the 
direction of Rev. Thomas P. Hunt. The resolution read, 
“Resolved that the Presbyterian Society be known and 
denominated as the First Presbyterian Colored Congregation 
of the City of Newark." In 1836, they erected a chapel on 
Plane Street and incorporated as the Plane Street Colored 
Presbyterian Church. In 1852, a brick structure was erected 
adjacent to the chapel where the congregation worshipped 


until 1910. 


The church had its ups and downs through these years but 
always rising up to keep a "light burning" in the community. 
There are still many Newarkers who keenly remember Rev. 
Lynch, Rev. Locklier, Rev. Bonfield and Rev. Eggleston, the 
last pastors of the Plane Street church. However, we will 
confine the remaining history to those who served the church 
on its present site. 


Moving to 13th Avenue and Boston Street 


Rev. Edward Eggleston came from Baltimore, Maryland, 
in 1908 to accept the pastorate. He found things in a deplor- 
able condition, the church building having been condemned 
by the City authorities, which forced the congregation to 
worship in the basement which was dark and dingy. ‘There 
was little money and a great deal of dissension existed among 
members of the congregation. Rev, Eggleston refused to be 
defeated by these things and soon brought the people together 
in harmony. The way was opened for a change in location 
which resulted in the transfer of the congregation to the 
present building, then known as Old Wickliffe and now 
known as the Thirteenth Avenue Presbyterian Church.
